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The Raftemen’s Riot on tbe Steame:
Dubugque— Murderous and Un-
provoked Brutality —Bix
Men Killed.

The Davauport, lows, Jowrnal of Friday gives
the following scoount of the groat riol on the
l“hlilpl]\lvi pver stenmer Dubugoe, vagoe and
unsatisfactory accounts ot which have preyviously
been received by telegraph

It appenrs that the disturbance commencod by
A man attempting to go up the stdrway from
the deek while the clerk was collecting lare
tickots, The negro that susrded the stairway
refused to allow him to come up, without e
had a enbin ticket. The man said he hod ong,
but refused to show it.  He then tried to pull
the negro down, but the negro, after the primi-
tive fashion of hiz race, Jowered his head and
butted the raftsman over backwards, A= he fell
he struck his hiead agninst on Iron scrapér at the

bottom, entting his sealp. He then went among
his companions, und toid them thid the “d-=d
darkevy hud knifed him.” He then advancoed,
and sald he wonld dght the colored man either |
with o knife or fistienff, The negro aceepted
and agreed to ght him, sud the rafismon bselked |
water and would not. This altereation grew
apace, wnd at list broke out Into s general dis-
turbancve.

The 150 raftemen seemed bont on mardering

every negro they could lind on the boat,  There
waore abont thirty-five of them on board o thoe
capacity of deck-hands.  Some of them hod

knives, and used them to some purpose, wonnd-
ing two men, one of whom is supposcd o hiye
died. The boat at this thme was at Duck Creek
Chain, and here the raftsmen threw  three
negroes overboard, and they were drownod,
when the bout renched Hompton and palled on
shore. They made an advance on the colored
deck-hands, and drove them, to the number of
twenty-nine, on shore, and then pursued them
over the wood plles, shooting them  with re-
volvers, They then searchoed the boat to see If
any were secreted there. They found two le-
hind a coal box, One of these leaped overbonrd
when the men approached, and the other was
beaton to death,

The raftemen did not :.:n.-m\-t to molest the
pllot, nor did they mingle with the passengors
on the upper deck. They ouly glorilied among
themeelves below stairs, ut the supremaey which
they decmed they had won.  The eapruin went
below and expostulated with thew mildly to be
quiet, but in such a crowd s milk-and-water
conrse was naturally of no wvall. None of the
oflicers of the boat had fire-arms, and but low
if any of the passengers.

The officers of the boat, seeing that they were
unable to quell the disturbanee while the boat
was lylng at Hampton, determined to take her
back to the point of the island, and place the
rioters under a cunrd of soldiers, The rioters
then told Capt. Rhodes thut if he went back to
Rock Island they would birn the boat.

The boat then moved up the stream above
Hampton. The passengers remuained In the
cabin, fearing the frenzied demons below, many
of whom were nerved o desperation by liguor,
snd would hiave stopped at uothing. The offi-
cers were powerless.  lHere the captain at-
tempted to draw inon shore, when the ring-
leaders, one of whom wis the curly-hieaded origi-
pator of the ontrage, who had recovercd his
bowie knife and was brandishing it tiendishly,
threatened to burn the boat if he did not keep
out in the stenm, and head up river. At length
Port Byron was reached, and hore, a nnmber of
the raftsmen wanting to et ap. the bont Innded.
A number wccordiogly left the bont, and it is=
supposed took to the blufts o avoid conse-
gquences.  The traln o the meantime had zone
on and learned that the boat had left Hampton.
The train continued ln pursult, and overtook the
boat at Clinton.

When the boat reachied Clinton the train-load
of citizens, with the sherift at their head. wag
awaniting them, and, the boat touched the
wharf, 4 half dozen oflicers jumped on bonrd,
with pistols deawn, snd took possesglon,  This
was the first intiniation the rioters had of there
being anybody on thelr track,  Upto this time
they had carried everything with o high hand.
They were monarche of the situation, and they
did not seem to be aware that there was such a
thing as o telograph on the lund,  They had up
to this time talked pmn‘rnnr-l\' of what they
conld do, nnd what they lntended 1o do, ote.,
but when they saw the pistols at their heads,
they became ns pacific as mice.

When the boat landed the gang plank was
drawn out, amd « row of citizen police placed
along it. Rope guards were put up to cloar s
path for the prisoners to file through.  On the
shore the negro deck-hands were stationed in
two lings o few fect apart.

The deck passengers were mnde to  pass
through in single file, and run the gauntlet of
the newroes' serutiny. Some of these colored
men had thelr heads bound up, and were other-
wise wounded from the lumps of coal which
thelr assailnats had showered vpon them. They
examined every man as e passed  with the
utmost attention, taking o every particular
feature of dress and countensnee by which he
might be identified.

'hen they fixed upon o mun's Identity, he
was ordered to stand one side. under ',IIIJIFJ:I. and
after o number had been thus “spotted,” thoy
were taken to jail. A lurge number of this pro-
eesslon were innocent —UBaotion  white-haired
Swaedes, fresh from their Dalecarian cow pas-
tures, and who would not molest o mosquito [!lill
bit them. But the others were o rough-looking
got. from whom Latimer might have illustroted
a treatise on human depruvity as Imprinted on
the countenance. Forty-four were thos identi-
fied nnd taken to jall, and plveed ander a strong

gunrd.  There are now sixtv men in the Hock

plinnee with this order on the part of the depu-
ties will be punisbed with dismissal.  During
Mr. Hennlon's harongue to his subalterns he
announeed it ns his policy to suppress everything
of publie interest that might happen in the in-
stitntion, and adwonished hig hearers o alford
no information to feprescotatives of the press.

A day or two ago, while s gang of convicts
were engaged working in g coruticld belonging
to the prison, under the supervision of Deputy
Keeper Clayton, one of the number took advan-
tage of the temporary nbsence of their hoss, and,
repalring to the carringe house, divested him-
selfl of hig prison gurb, and, donning the coach-
mn's livery, departed, after taking an affec-
tionate farewell of his companions.

Being unusually bright and intelligent for one
of hier vears and limited opportuanitics, she soon
managed to elude the vigilunee of her parents,
and escaped from home, She procceded to the
house of a Protestaut (riend at Auburn, N, Y.,
where she was wiven anployment and Kindly
treated. A few weeks ago hor parents discovered
her wherenbouts, aud ot once proceeded to Au-
burn and compelled her to return ggain to her
home. Here she remained until riday lasy,
when she onee more disappeared, and from thut
time nothing is known ol her, Bome say that
she hus been removed by her parents to the
“Houge of the Good Shepherd,” in New York,
while othersaver that she §= under the protection
of Protestant friends, The affaie is creating
vonsiderable comment in relicions eireles, and
we rive the above details as we learned them
from the family of the clergyman in whose sor-
vice she continued two years, and who speak of
her us n person of pure charncter and sineere
religions convictions.
